(C} My concern in the computer environmen? is tha 
inability of conputeyr nardware and software to provide the 
requisite security fer nighly sensitive intelligaacs 
information precessad or stored in many o7 our systema. 
Based on this inabliity of the systems to protect the 
information, access to tha systems must be restricted 
to those individuals who meet the highest criteria for 
loyalty and trustworthiness. I believe this requirement 
will pormit a balance betwaen a high degree of security 
and afficioncy/offectiveness of operations using computer 
systems. 


(U}.I am, of course, prepared to review the 
provisions of DCID 1/16 in view of your asseasment and 
the requirements for protection of the information involved.
